STPHILIS CASE PLACARDED 
Because she refused to obey orders 


of the city health dtepartment to take 
treatment for venetfal diseases, Pauline 
Ford, said by the authorities to be a 
frequent visitor of houses of ill repute 
in York, was quarantined on Friday 
morning at ner home. M. J. Welsh, 
special officer for the s,tate department 
of health, tacked a yellow card, bear- 
ing the large letters the word "syph- 
ilis" and quarantine instructions upon 
the door. The quarantine provides 
that no one shall enter or leave the 
premises, or take any artipJe from the 
house, without the .written permis- 
sion of the state^ health department. 
The quarantine applies to any animals 
whiten may be on the premises. It is 
the first case in which a veneral dis- 
ease patient has'"been quarantined in 
York. Dr. Small said: that this house 
will not be the only one to bear the 
"syphillia" tag in York, unless persons 
suffering from the disease comply 
with the instructions of the health of- 
ficers. Dr. Small said that the girl 
had been warned repeatedly that it 
would! be necessary for her to take 
treatment for the disease from, which 
she is suffering. Dr. Small also said 
that the girl was leading such a life 
as to make her further liberty on the 
streets of the city a positive menace 
to the health o* the community. 


The quarantine was later removed 


and the girl was taken on Monday to 
the Home of the Good Shepherd at 
Reading, where the state cares for and 
treats such cases.

Not only has Cornelia a heri- 
tage worthy of an empress, coming as 
she does from the distinguished old 
Roman gens of Cornelius, but her 
memory is immortalized by Latin 
legend, which makes her the mother 
of the Gracchi and the heroine of one 
of the most beautiful tributes to moth- 
erhood. 


Some etymologists endeavor to trace 


Cornelia back to tb« two words cornu 
belli, meaning "a war horn," but the 
consensus of opinion Is that she had 
no existence previous to the first wom- 
an so called, who was the daughter of 
Publlus Cornelius Sciplo Africanus I, 
and the mother of the Gracchi. She 
seems to have inherited from her 
gallant warrior father a spirit of pure, 
lofty dignity which made her the high- 
est type of Roman motherhood. 


When, according to the legend, the 


matrons of the most fashionable circle 
of Roman society were gossiping over 
the ancient Roman equivalent for tea 
and exhibiting their gem collections 
for the edification and envy of each 
other, Cornelia alone had no glittering 
display. But, summoning a slave, she 
had her 12 beautiful children brought 
to her, arid, laying her hands on the 
shoulders 
of the 
Gracchi, proudly 


said: "These are my jewels."

thought that the ancient Egyptians at 
an early epoch anticipated the discov- 
ery made by the merchants of Sidon, for 
a drawing of two workmen apparent- 
ly engaged in glassmaking had been 
discovered in a tomb of the eleventh 
dynasty. But the best authorities now 
agree that the drawing represents 
some other process of manufacture. 
The Sidonians certainly held for a 
long time the monopoly in glaissmak- 
ing, and they spread the use of the 
new material throughout the Medi- 
terranean. Later the Romans became 
admirable artists in glass.

jll. Messiah's Program (vv. 1, '2). 
Messiah's program i* twofold: to 


"proclaim the acceptable year of the 
Lord, and the day of vengeance of 
our God." 
The careful reading of 


Luke 4:18-21 will show that Jesus 
suspended reading of this passage at 
the comma, in Isaiah til :2. His first 
coming opened up the day of "grace 
and the acceptable year of the Lord, 
and His second coming will usher in 
"the day of vengeance of our God." 
(II Thess. 1:7-10; cf. Mai. 3:1-3). 


1 Proclaiming the Acceptable Year 


of the Lord (vv. 1, 2). In His ministry 
of grace He preached (1) "good tid- 
ings to the meek." 
"Meek" 
here 


means not only a grace, but a condi- 
tion 
that is, those In poverty and 


affliction. 
(2) "Bind up the broken- 


hearted." "Bind up" signifies healing. 
(3) "Liberty to the captives." 
The 


figure of deliverance from the Baby- 
lonian captivity is used to describe 
deliverance from sin and death (Heb. 
2-15) 
(4) "Opening of the prison to 


them that are hound." 
Messiah's 


work was to give deliverance to those 
who were enslaved by the conse- 
quences of their sins. 
(.r,) "The ac- 


ceptable year of the Lord." 
This 


means a space of lime in which God 
would accept all who repent of their 
sins and com** to Him. 


2. Proclaiming the day of vengeance 


of God (v. 2). While the day of mercy 
is lengthened out, the time of judg- 
ment will surely come. 
The day of 


vengeance will break upou the-world 
when the Lord shall be revealed from 
heaven (II Thess. 1:7-10). The period 
of mercy is called "year," while the 
period of vengeance Is called "day," 
showing that the period of mercy is 
much longer than the period of wrath.

1. "Comfort all that mourn (v. ^). 


The day of vengeance will bring sor- 
row to'many, but they shall be com- 
forted when they shall see the King 
on the throne.

This peculiarly applies 
to Israel. 
3 "Oil of Joy for Mourning (v. A). 


Israel has been mourning for cen- 
turies. When the Messiah shall reign 
as King they shall be glad.

of Heaviness" (v. 3). 
Instead of 


wearing the symbol of the burden of 
sin they shall be clothed so as to In- 
dicate their joyfulness. 


5. "Called Trees of Righteousness 


(v. 3). These trees represent Israel 
as planted by God and bearing fruit, 
not as reeds bowed down with sor-

Wastes" (v. 4). Israel shall return 
to their own land and shall rebuild 
the city of Jerusalem and the cities 
of Judah which lie waste. 


7 "Strangeus Shall Stand and Feed

the kingdom the Gentiles shall render 
voluntary service unto Israel so that 
Israel may devote her whole time to 
the service of God. 


8 "Ye Shall Be Named the Priests

Comparative figures announced by 


the State Department of Public In- 
structions show that school appropri- 
ation for Adams county for 1921-1922 
are double the amounts for 1920-1921 
and 1918-1919. During the year 1921- 
1922 thirteen rural schools were clos- 
ed through the establishment of con- 
solidated sch&ols. The sum of $200 
was allowed a district for each school 
so closed and these amounts are in- 
cluded in the appropriations for the 
various townships. The total appro- 
priations for schools in this county 
during the term of 1918 and 1919 
were $46,737; fort the term of 1920 
and 1921 they totalled $48.238; and 
for the school year of 1921 and 1922 
they were $91,839.

STAY OK EXECUTION REFUSED 
The state board of pardons has re- 


fused to atay the execution of Curtte 
C. Sipple, the Kentucky youth, who 
killed two railroad1 workers at Cly, 
York county, in May, 1919. Sipple 
evaded arrest for two yeai^s following 
the commission of the crime, but was 
finally taken into custody by a mem- 
ber of the Pennsylvania state constab- 
ulary. Governor Sproul has fixed the 
week of October 30 as the time for 
the electrocution of Sipple. He will 
be removed to Rockview penitentiary, 
Bellefonte, where electrocutions take 
place, by Sheriff Gross. Apparently 
the board was not much impressed by 
the plea of somnambulism advanced 
as a reason for commuting the death 
sentence of Sipple. The 
statement 


that Sipple did not know anything 
about the crime unt.:l he "came to" 
rifling a trunk, and found the bodies 
of the two men lying near him, was 
made by counsel. Lieutenant Gover- 
nor Beidelman said in view of the fact 
that the man beat in the heads of 
men with whom he worked, stole 
their money, locked the door and fled 
to Kentuckey, I'lnsteadi of surrender- 
ing, destroyed the value of the plea. 
Sipple's counsel rejoined with a state- 
ment of how when the man lived in 
a hut on a dump in Harrisburg he had 
given the man with whom he board- 
ed much concern by actions in his 
Sleep.

Word' that the 
state board of pardlons had refused 
Sipple's application for commutation 
of death sentence was broken to the 
young man Thursday morning, by his 
counsel, George S. Love. At first Sip- 
ple did not appear to comprehend his 
fate. Then, as the full import of the 
board's action dawned upon him, he 
was overcome, and he sank to the 
flooi; twice. Later he revived and in 
the afternoom held a long conference 
with his spiritual adViser, Rev, Harry 
Minsker, pastor of Grace U. E. church. 
York. Following this he appeared to 
again be in good spirits. Rev. Mr. 
Minsker has been calling regularly 
upon Sipple once a we«k. Sipple ex- 
pressed his appreciation to Attorney 
Love for the interest he has taken in 
his case. He statedl that) he felt that 
Mr. Love had done all that could pos- 
siblv have been done for him, and 
holds resentment toward no one.

ball star and alumnus of Gettysburg 
college, was instantly killed late Fri- 
day aftpernoon near Pensacola, Florida, 
when the naval plane in which he 
was a passenger skidded and1 crashed 
into a seawall. The plane was com- 
pletely wrecked. His skull and spine 
were fractured. The pilot. Lieutenant 
R. J. Bartholomew, Marine Corps, was 
uninjured. Captain Brumbaugh was a 
son of Dr. A. S. Brumbaugh, of Al- 
toona.

St. Ignatius church, near the former 
home of Mary Jemison, the famous 
"white squaw." There have been no 
bears released in this or adjoining 
counties this year, although the State 
Game Commission had announced they 
planned to release several in the 
Laurel Dam section.

At tlio tiino he was unanimously 
electecl President, Wushinp:ton was the 
Idol of his country, and his name and 
fame were known to the entire civ- 
ilized world, ilfs trip from his beau- 
tiful home on tlie Potomac was inter- 
rupted by receptions, fetes, addresses 
luid dinners 
Every person who was 
able to read) the roads along which- 
he was to pass, or the citlcs selected 
ns"stations on his slow Journey north- 
ward, joined the thrones that made 
his trip the most triumphal procession 
Ihi's continent had witnessed. To those 
thousands who lined the roads from 
Viririnia to New Yorlc. the si'^^t. seri- 
ous ilffure of the "Father of his Coun- 
try" was the center of all their nation- 
nl hopes. 


'On April G, 17S9, both 'houses of 
xrongroRS met In New York cj|y, at 
the 
time 
the 
capital, 
and 
elected 
George Washington President of the 
United Stales. 
No other name had 
been 
proposed. 
For 
Vice President 
there were eleven nominations. 
.John 
Adams receiving the highest^ vote— 
thirty-four—^was 
announced 
elijcted. 
AVashlngton received .sixty-nine vote.s. 
•As soon 
as''it 
could 
be arranged, 
<'harles Thomson, secretary of con- 
gress, Avas dispatched to Mount Ver- 
non'to apprise General Washington of 
his election. Thomson, who had been 
secretary of the continental congress, 
readied Washington's home on April 
14. between 10 and 11 o'clock In the 
morning. The master of Mount Ver- 
non was making his usual tour of his 
farms 
and 
Mrs. 
Washington 
enter- 
tained the messenger of tlie congress. 


Before sunrise on the morning of 
April 16 a mesi^enger had come from 
Alexandria with an' Invitation to a 
public dinner there, and in Jiis diary 
for the day Washington wrote: 


"About 10 o'clock I bade adieu to 
Mount Vernon, to private life, and to 
domestic felicity, and with a mind op- 
l)ressed with more anxious and pain- 
ful sensations than I have words to 
expreas, set out for New York, in 
company with Mr. Thomson and Col- 
onej Humphreys, with the best disposi- 
tion to render seiwice to my country 
In obedience to Its call, but with less 
hope of answering Us expectations." 


Of Washington's reception in Phila- 
delpliJa a chronicler of tlie day wrote: 


spent as the guest of Kobert Morris, 
then one of the senators of Pennsyl- 
vania, and bettor known as the iinan- 
cial genius of the country, 
having 
founded its first bank and financed the 
cause of liberty at a time when the 
outlook was chilling.

Washington anMved in Elizabeth on 
April 23, just a week from the day ho 
set out from Mount Vernon. A "pro- 
pitious gale" was blowing when the 
party set out across Newark bay for 
New York. A barge, built for the pur- 
pose, inid rowed by "twelve old cap- 
tains of vessels who had retired from 
business," conveyed the President and 
party. The oarsmen wore white shirts 
adorned with ribbons. One after an- 
other vessels fell Into line behind them 
and by the time they were nearing the 
Battery there was 
a 
small 
llotilla. 
Every ship and sloop bore a holiday 
appearance save one, a Spanish vessel. 
It was with some concern the commit- 
tee noted 
its solemn aspect. 
They 
feared spme discourtesy, but, as the 
I barge approached, its captain gave a 
signal at whicjj flags of ali nations 
wej'e burst into view, and from Its bat- 
' tery a salute of thirteen guns was 
fired. 


A large sloop joined the procession 
off Bedioe's island, and as Jt neared 
Lhe barge the party of ladies and gen- 
tlemen aboard her sang an "eloqu'-nt 
ode appropriate to the occasion aod 
set to the music of 'God Save the 
King.'" The wharves fnan tlie Bat- 
tery to Wall s./eet ferry, wJiere the 
landing was made, were filled with 
welcoming boats. Boudinot estimated 
their number as lens of thousands. Th*? 
fi^yyy slalr^s were carpeted an<l tlie ratl- 
ings covered with crimson hangings. 
The President, preceded by the com- 
mittee, was received on tjie landing by 
Governor Clinton and some ol the fore»- 
most citizens. 
Tiie streets were so 
blocked ^vílh eager citizens that Jt 
was half an hour bef<;re tJie comnalttee 
could fulfill its commission by escort- 
ing their eminent charge to tlxe house 
prepared for his reception.

his way to Virginia in 1057, was to 
:)ecoTne 
the 
great-grandfather 
of 
George M^ashington, the first President 
of the United States. 
Carved in the 
corner of the stone lintel of this manor 
house Is to he seen the Washington 
Stars and Stripes, 


It was this great descendant's stroke 
for liberty that drew from the Eng- 
lish stalesman, Chatham, the whole- 
hearted declaration: 
"If I wore an 
American as I am 'hn 
Englishman, 
while a foreign troop was landed In 
my country, I never would lay down 
my arms'—never, never, never." Chat-^ 
ham did not stand alone; with him 
being Pitt and Shelburne, all of whom 
saw tliat the threatened liberties of 
England could be saved In. Washing- 
ton's birthday. 


Washington won for himself the ti- 
tle of "The riero of Two Worlds," 
as a result of the victory of the Brit- 
!sih democrats who fought for more 
liberty under the rule of the king, 
made elfective by Washington's suc- 
cesses. 
The title was bestowed upon 
him by Thomas Carlyle, who alscf^nlck- 
named him "Sciplo Amerlcanus" and 
"Cromwell-Grandlson," the latter title 
being given him because, like Crom- 
well, he fought to crush the pretense 
of a king. 


The 
house, 
in

England, was built before the domes- 
day survey, and came Into the posses- 
sion of the Washington family In 1564. 
In 1914 the mansion, home of the an- 
'cestors of George Washington 
was 
bought by the British Peace Centenary

hundred years' peace between

land and America. A committee of the 
Sulgrave society met in Manchester to 
raise an endowment fund for repairs 
and furniture.

and Manchester furnished the balance 
of $50,000. 
Among the subscriptions 
was $2,500 from the Stars and Stripes 
Women's club In Manchester, collected 
as a memorial to the American sol- 
diers who died in the city,—;Detrolt 
News.

Washington Resigning 


Command of the Army 


Docembor 23, 1783» George Washington 
resigned his commission as commander 
In chief of tho army, and retired to pri- 
vate life. 
During the five years foUow- 
ing the close of his military career he 
found Bufflcient occupation In attending 
to the affairs of his homestead and prop- 
erty and in fostering the progress of his 
native state. 
He greatly helped, by his 
correspondence, to bring the leading men 
of tho country to a determination to form 
a 'more perfect union. 
He was president 
of the Philadelphia convention of 17S7, 
which framed the Constitution of tho Uni- 
ted States. 
Washington was unanimously 
chosen the first President of the United 
States, and on April 30. 1789, took the 
oath of oincG In New York, where con- 
gress was then sitting. 
At tho close of 
his term of oilice he was re-elected unan- 
imously. and on March 4, 1793. took the 
oath of oiUco for the second time. 


Washington Type of 


Highest Citizenship 


In the formal observance of the nn- 
niversnry of the birth of George Wash- 
ington, it is well to pause to reflect 
upon tlie character of the man 
to 
whom the American people owe the 
utmost debt of gratitude. 
His ser. 
ices were rendered in the 
supreme 
hour of trial and in the dark days of 
national 
birth. 
As soldier 
and 
as 
statesman WashinKton stood supreme- 
ly the leader of the people. 


Putting aside all speculation as to 
what Washington would have done In 
this or In that specific situation of 
modern days, it can and should always 
be borne in mind that he would as- 
suredly have been for a strong gov- 
ernment. for the highest type of citi- 
zenship» for a devotion to a singl-e al- 
legiance. and for the broadest possible 
spread of education. 
He could not 
have, favored or fostered a spirit of 
revolt 'against the established institu- 
tions, save by the legal and definitely 
•appointed 
means. 
He had 
rebelled 
against the tyranny of British rule. 
He had led the American colonists In- 
to a victorious Independence. 
But he 
could never have sustained a move- 
ment of mere dissent, conducteil out- 
side the pale of law or employing the 
weapons of sedition, 


George Washington was a patrlQt In 
the truest sense, true to his oonvic- 
tions, true to the Institutions that had 
been set up here in substitution for 
the colonial administration which of- 
fended the sense of justice even of 
Britons of that day. 
He guided the 
new government capably, without a* 
chart, finding the way carefully and 
sagaciously. 
He felt that though this 
new government had been set up in 
revolt, it must be conducted in a spirit 
of universal acceptance by the people 
of the principles that had been adopt- 
ed as its foundation. 


^'here is no support for the radicals 
of today In the fact tlmt George Wash- 
ington was a rebel against the rule of 
King George. 
His example will never 
serve to justify sedition or intrigue or 
seiiish 
class 
alignments 
seeking 
to 
ovei'turn that which has been reared 
through nearly a century and a Imlf 
of 
painstaking, 
consistent 
develop- 
ment based upon the principle of tlie 
general welfare and the co-operation 
of all the people. 


His Real Birthday. 


Although February 22 is celebrated 
In every state of the Union as Wash- 
ington's birthday, Washington 
really 
was born February 11, 1782, and per- 
sonally observed February 31 as his 
birtiiday until he was 20 years of 
age. 


Tlie explanation of Washington be- 
ing born February 11, while )iis birth- 
day is celebrated on February 22, ijes 
in the change-of reckoning time from 
old style to new style, which took 
place when he mis about 20 yenxs old. 


JOleven days were dropped from our 
calendar to make it agree with the 
calendars of oiher'nations, Russia and 
some others being excepted.

CORNELIA 


T^ORTUNATE Is she who hears the 
name of Cornelia, which throuRh 
the centuries has boon syinhollc of nil 
that Is heuutiful and reverent In moth- 
erhood. Not only has Cornelia a herl- 
tago worthy of an empress, coming as 
she docs from the (llstlnffuished old 
Roman 
gens of Cornelius, but her 
memory 
Is Immortalized 
by 
Latin 
loRend, which makes her the mother 
of tlie Gracchi and the heroine of one 
of the most beautiful tributes to moth- 
erhood. 


Some etymologise« endeavor to trace 
Cornelia back to tho two words cornu 
belli, meaning "a war horn," but the 
consensus of opinion Is that she had 
no exlslonce previous to the first wom- 
an so called, who was the daughter of 
Publlug Cornelius Scipio Afrlcanus I. 
and tho mother of the Gracchi. She 
seems to have Inherited 
from her 
gallant warrior father a spirit of pure, 
lofty dignity which made her the high- 
est type of Roman motherhood. 


A^Tien, according to the legend, the 
matrons of the most fashionable circle 
of Roman society were gossiping over 
the ancient Roman equivalent for tea 
and exhibiting their gem collections 
for the ediilcatlon and envy of each 
other, Cornelia alone had no glittering 
display. But. summoning a slave, she 
had her 12 beautiful children brought 
to her, and, laying her hands on the 
shoulders 
of tho Gracchi, 
proudly 
said: 
"niese are my jewels." 


The 
great 
historians 
of 
ancient 
Rome liave carefully recorded the In- 
cident making Cornelia superior to all 
the noble Roman .ladies of her time. 


Cornelia's popularity us a feminine 
name throughout Europe Is due to the 
martyred I'opo Cornelius whose relics 
were brought to Compelgne by Charles 
the Raid. Tn tbe Low Countries, Cor- 
nelius beciime Keetje or sometimes 
Kee. 
Nelson is a Dutch rendition of 
Cornelius. 


But though Cornelia's Jewels may 
have been her children, she had a tal- 
isman Ic stone, the turQuoise. It is said 
to protect Its wearer from the danger 
attendant upon travelers and to bring 
them good fortune when they see the 
new moon reflected on Its surface, Sat- 
urday Is her lucky day and one her 
lucky number. 
Holly, signifying fore- 
sight, is her flower.

i)OrBLE SCHOOL APrROPRlATlON 


Comparative figures announced by 
the State Department of Public In- 
structions show that school appropri- 
ation for Adams county for 1921-1922 
are double the amounts for 1920-1921 
and 191S-1919. During the year 1921- 
1922 thirteen rural schools were clos- 
ed thi'ough Uie establishment of con- 
solidated iichfiols. The sum of $200 
was allowed a district for each school 
so closed and these amounts are in- 
cluded in the appropriations for the 
various townships.

Baked apples are a favorite with 
most people, but we all tiro of having 


them served the 
same 
waj'. Core them and use 
a few raisins and nuts 
with 
a 
little 
brown 
sugar. 
Again fill with 
dates, and sweeten with 
maple 
sugar; 
another 
time stuff with 
brown 
sugar, marshmallow and 
nuts. 
A variety may bo 
easily found with the things common 
In every homo. 


Old-fashioned gingerbread which wo 
all like may be made in a most delight- 
ful dessert by serving It with a marsh- 
mallow sauce which has been llavored 
with a few tablespoonfuls of good, 
woll-flavorod apple sauce. 


When nmking tho next jolly roll fill 
with 
a chot^olato 
filling 
Instead of 
jelly» and note how well the family 
likes the change. 


Chocolate 
Filling.—Scald 
one-half 
cupful of milk, with ono and one-fourth 
tablespoonfuls of cornstarch and four 
tablespoonfuls of sugar mixed. Cook 
until thick and the starchy flavor has 
disappeared, add a pinch of salt, one- 
fourth of a teasponnful of vanilla and 
a tiiblospoonful of melted chocolate. 
Cook all together, thou pour over a 
well-beaten egg, adding the 
flavoring 
when cool. 


Marshmallow Gingerbread.—Sift one 
and uno-half t-upfuls of Hour, with one- 
half teaspoonful each of ginger, cinna- 
mon'and salt, one teaspoonful of soda, 
one-fourth of a teaspoonful of cocoa, 
one-third of a cupful of molted fat, 
one-half cupful of sugar, one-half cup- 
ful of molasses, ono egg, one-half cup- 
ful 
of 
sour 
milk 
and 
ono 
and 
one-half cupfuls of marshmallows. Sift 
the flour and dry ingredients together. 
Cream the fat with the sugar, add mo- 
lasses, egg, and sour milk. 
Add the 
dry Ingredients, bake in a moderate 
oven about 3t) minutes. 
Remove from 
tho oven and cut open through tho 
center. 
Spread the lower half with 
marshmallows *'ut in fine pieces and 
cover with the upper half. 
Cut in 
SQuares, arrange on plates, and serve 
while warm with whipped cream. 


Currant Ice,—Take one cupful of 
currant juice, one cupful of water, 
one and one-fourth cupfuls of sugar 
and two teaspoonfuls of gelatin. Soak 
tho gelatin In two tablespoonfuls of 
cold water, dissolve over hot water, 
add to the other ingredients, mix and 
freeze. Serve with a venison toast.

Cool, and when 
the mixture begins to thicken 
beat 
with a wire whisk until light, then 
add two well-beaten whites and beat 
well. 
Turn Into a mold lined with 
lady 
Angers 
or 
cake. 
Serve 
with 
wliippi'd cream. 


Rice With Pineapple,—Soak one-half 
pack.igt' of gelatin In one-fourth of a 
cupful of cold water, then add one- 
half cujiful of scalding hot pineapple 
juice, one-half cupful of sugar, and 
one cupful of cooked rice, one tea- 
spoonful of salt, and one tablespoon- 
ful of lemon juice. 
Turn into a mold 
lined wltli slices of canned pineapple, 
i'hill and serve with wiiipped cream. 
Two egg whites may be used In place 
of whifiped cream. 


Toasted Sandwiches.—Mix two ta- 
blespoonfuls of salad oil, one table- 
spoonful of \inegar, one-fourth tea- 
spoonful of salt, a dash of paprika 
with one-half cupful of cottage cheese 
or thick cream.

water. 
Drain 
and 
add 
to the following sirup ; 
Four 
cup- 
fuls of water, foui t-upfuls of sugar, 
one cupful of vinegar, one tablespoon- 
ful of <'innamon, 
tablespoonful of 
allspice and doves; put spice in small 
fjag and cook with the melon. 
Boll 
ten minutes and let the fruit stand in 
the sirup all night. 
Drain, boll the 
sirup, add the fruit and cook until the 
eantaloupe is clear. 
Seal in hot jars.
